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Mother of suspended football 
player tells other side of story

The mother of the Belleville High School 
freshman who was suspended for alleged 
sexual harassment of two cheerleaders 
came to the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education meeting on Monday to 
tell the other side of the story. 

She said she moved to the district in 
2011 with three sons. She said she has 
found systematic racism in the Van Buren 
Public Schools and this last incident she 
has encountered has affected her son’s 
reputation, so she has decided to speak out. 

She said on Oct. 4, her son was publicly 
confronted after a freshman football game 
by the football coach and cheer coach 
and accused of touching the backside of a 
cheerleader. 

“I believed what they said,” she said, 
but her son said, “I didn’t touch that girl’s 
backside. Someone else did that.” 

She said the next day she sent her son 
to school and she was told he had been 
suspended for 10 days. There had been 
another charge of choking a young lady. 

“Putting his hands on a girl is not him,” 
she said. 

She learned school officials asked 
if he ever touched a girl at school and 
he admitted touching another girl, his 
girlfriend, in the past. That’s when he was 
suspended, she said. 

“Tf this is an offense, a lot of others should 
be suspended, as well,” the mother said. 

As far as the girl who said he choked 
her and she had bruises on her neck, the 
mother said asked to see the video. She 
said it was seven or eight seconds long 
and showed the three of them all together, 
smiling and touching one another. She said 
it shows him putting his hand on her neck 
for a brief time, but not a choking incident. 

The father was going to press charges. 

“I couldn’t believe the administration 
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didn’t take the time to hear my son’s story,” 
she told the board. She said the girls, who 
were friends, were questioned together in 
one room. 

She said on Oct. 9 she was able to meet 
with an assistant principal, who told her, 
“I want to make it safe for my girls.” The 
mother said, she wants it safe for the boys 
as well as the girls. 

She said what happened should be labeled 
as “horseplay,” playing around. 

The assistant principal said the video 
had no sound, which the mother didn’t 
understand as an excuse. 

When the mother said she would go to 
a lawyer or the school board, she did hear 
from the principal who said the suspension 
was reduced from 10 days to five days. 

The mother wanted to know which day 
her son would be able to come back and 
she was told the school would let her know, 
but it didn’t. 

On Oct. 12, she said she was helping in 
a concession stand when friends told her 
of the Detroit Free Press article that said 
an unnamed freshman football player was 
sexually harassing a cheerleader. She said 
everyone knew who it was referring to and 
her son was ashamed, embarrassed, and 
angry to be labeled and accused.

A proposed constitutional amendment 
to establish a commission of citizens 
with exclusive authority to adopt

Senior citizen asks 
Sumpter Board for 
help with sheds 


Pat Sobecki of Bemis Road came before 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees at 
Tuesday’s regular meeting to ask them for 
help in selling her 20-acre farm on Bemis 
Road, which is too much for her as a senior 
citizen. Tears were flowing as she spoke to 
the board. 

She said a Sumpter inspector told her she 
had to have four sheds demolished before 
she could sell her farm and that would cost 
her an estimated $6,000. She said the sheds 
are sturdy and have been in place since 
about 1932. They are used for animals and 
storage. 

She said two people have even asked her 
for permission to take pictures of the sheds 
because they are so beautiful and old. 

Sobecki said the person who buys the 
property could decide whether or not the 
sheds should go. 

“I can’t hold it in any longer,” she said of 
her emotions. 

Sumpter Township Supervisor John 
Morgan said the board understands her 
frustrations, but they have people in place 
to make decisions and the board can’t 
undermine them. 

“We’ll work at it and try to solve the 
problem, but we have to stick with our 
inspectors,” Supervisor Morgan said. 

She said the inspector didn’t even go into 
those buildings before saying they had to 
go. 

Morgan said they would look into ways 
to help her. We should hope so. 
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Early Saturday afternoon, various places 
in the area experienced a storm that brought 
small hail that stayed in the yards for a few 
hours. 

My son Bill’s dog Bruno, who was 
rescued through FMAR from a Texas 
hurricane, was quite interested in the white 
stuff in our yard. He touched it with his 
nose and drew back suddenly, surprised at 
the cold, I guess. Not like Texas, maybe? 
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We’ ve been informed that Belleville High 
School will be putting on the play “Holes” 
on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, Nov. 
15-17. This is an unusual choice for a play, 
I’m told. But it’s sure to be another winner.

School board members and staff were 
talking about school buses at Monday 
night’s meeting. Finance Director 
Shareen Barker, who is in charge of the 
transportation department, said the district 
bought 11 used buses last year and three 
new buses. 

The new ones just arrived and she said 
they are “wonderful.” One bus driver who 
is driving a new bus said his bus rides so 
smoothly on the rough roads, it’s better than 
his car. Barker said, apparently, they are 
moving forward on more modern designs 
that make the bus rides more comfortable 
on our bumpy roads. 

She said there have been instances of 
people driving their vehicles around school 
buses stopped with their red lights flashing, 
which is against the law. She said, if the 
district has a clear picture of a car on its 
bus surveillance tape, the school district 
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has support from local law enforcement. 
All they have to do is identify the offender. 

She said bus drivers, who see the vehicles 
passing while their red lights are on, have a 
marker they have to push to mark the tape. 
She said if they miss pushing the marker, 
school officials can look at an hour and a 
half of tape to get the vehicle’s picture. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said some 
people are sending him pictures of cars 
driving by school buses, but some of them 
are cars passing on yellow lights, which is 
not illegal. You can pass on yellow, but not 
on red, Kudlak said.

They loved her and she encouraged them to 
reach out and do things. One student, who 
was trying to hit a deadline while writing 
a book at Owen Intermediate School, said, 
“She told me I could do it.

Clerk Leon Wright 
wants record set straight 


To the editor: 

I’m sending you this email to validate 
the correct schedule of salary increases as 
it relates to myself. I have also included 
the salary and wage schedules for each 
year according. Please call me if you need 
me to answer any questions you don’t 
understand. 

In 2014 my current salary was $74,361 
which included $1,750 in longevity. It was 
brought to our attention by Trustee Miller 
after attending an MTA conference that 
Elected Officials shouldn’t be receiving 
longevity. The result was longevity was 
rolled into the base salary which at that 
time the cap was $5,000, which took my 
salary to $77,611. 

In 2015 everyone was given a 1.5% 
increase which resulted in an increase 
to $78,700. In 2008, I requested that my 
salary be made parity to the salary of 
the Treasurer which was $80,200. The 
difference between the Treasurer salary 
and my salary at that time was $1,500 
which is shown, not $15,000.

At the Oct. 15 work/study session, 
Treasurer Sharry Budd said the longevity 
was frozen at $5,000 and, “I was already 
at $7,000, so the $7,000 was rolled in. He 
hadn’t quite earned the $5,000. He wanted 
my $2,000. The difference was $2,000.” 

The next day Treasurer Budd said she 
realized her longevity actually was frozen 
at $6,500, not $7,000, and she said she 
apologized to Wright, saying the difference 
actually was $1,500. 

Wright’s salary for 2019 is $86,365.

The $17.7 million proposed 2019 general 
fund budget and the $17.8 million amended 
2018 general fund budget were approved 
on a 5-2 vote at the Oct. 16 regular meeting 
of the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees. 

Trustees Sherry Frazier and Paul White 
voted no. 

The budget was presented for a public 
hearing at the Oct. 2 meeting and there 
were no comments. 

At the Oct. 16 meeting, Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara gave a series of comments 
explaining the budget he was presenting, 
detailing grants and noting, “I believe next 
year will dwarf this year in grants.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller said that this 
budget took six months to put together and, 
“It wasn’t easy.” 

She said she was concerned about salary 
evaluations and why some got raises 
and some got 2%. There were heated 
discussions, she said, and she didn’t agree 
with all that was put into the budget, but 
overall she agrees with the budget and will 
be voting yes. 

Trustee White said he would be voting 
no because of excessive expenditures. He 
questioned a $1.5 million line item that 
should have been in the township board

section. 

He said approving the budget in October 
was too soon, since it isn’t close to the 
end of the year and they could go another 
month before approving it. 

White also was concerned with salaries 
and the decision of who gets a huge raise. 

“We need to spend taxpayer funds the 
best we can,” White said. “This is the 16th 
of October, 10 weeks before the budget 
needs to be done. 

“I will vote no to express my concern 
on the process and the amount of money 
spent,” White said. 

Trustee Frazier said the board was never 
consulted about paying more money to 
some selected employees. She said the 
supervisor said it was to make them union 
equivalent, but they seemed arbitrary. 

“We’re giving ten raises above the 
2%. That’s $60,000 extra,” Frazier said, 
referring to the 2% across the board raise 
for employees. 

She said some part-time people are 
getting $10.40 per hour and she would like 
to see that raised. 

“Even Amazon went to $15,” she said. 

Frazier said the $14,750 raise in one fell 
swoop was said to be equivalent to other 
communities. She said the supervisor’s 
executive assistant Dan Selman had 
two years of experience and is doing an

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excellent job, “but I can’t tell residents I 
OKed a $14,750 raise for one person.” 

She said she offered a compromise for 
increasing his pay in steps over several 
years, but was rebuffed. 

She said four or five employees are 
getting $5,000 raises, so give him a $5,000 
raise plus 2%. 

“I can’t realistically go to a citizen and say 
it’s OK,” Frazier said. “Another individual 
is getting a $9,000 raise. In one year?” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd called a “point 
of order,” indicating the remarks were off

“I won’t sit here and let my employees 
be humiliated any longer,” Treasurer Budd 
said. 

Frazier kept talking on the subject and 
called out, “I knew we couldn’t talk about 
it,” when the vote was taken on the point of 
order and then the 5-2 vote on the budgets 
and the salary wage schedule for 2019. 

“Remember, everyone, McNamara gives 
$14,000 raises. Remember that,” Frazier 
called out.

meeting at the school that the story had 
been given to the media by parents of the 
girls and it was said a parent of the girls 
was a Belleville Police officer. 

The mother said she learned the 
newspaper called the school and School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak corroborated the story. 

“How can we protect our sons?” she said 
she asked school officials. “The school just 
took her word.” She said the administration 
had no reply. 

She told of her son borrowing a pencil 
from a girl in class and he and the girl were 
batting the pencils back and forth. She said 
a teacher told him to “Stop harassing that 
girl.” Her son replied they were just being 
kids. 

She told of other instances in class where 
he was humiliated. 

“I am concerned about my son being 
labeled,” she continued. 

At this point, board president Keith 
Johnston said she needs to talk to the 
superintendent about her concerns. Her 
comments had taken a lot of time at the 
beginning of the school board meeting. 

“I’m almost done,” she assured him. 

She said she is concerned that there is a 
lack of diversity among the teaching staff 
in the school district. She said more than 
50% of the students are African Americans 
and there are only three African American 
teachers at the high school. 

She quoted a study that showed in 2015, 
60% of the students suspended at the high 
school were African Americans. 

She said there needs to be conversations 
on this and she is available to help start 
these conversations. 

“This board doesn’t look like our 
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students,” president Johnston agreed, 
referring to the all-white board. Johnston 
said he reached out to African Americans 
to run for the school board. 

“You’re right. We have to have some 
tough conversations,” Johnston said. 

“Go to the superintendent and if that 
doesn’t work, come to the board and we’ll 
talk,” he said.

In other business at the one-hour-and-17- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Unanimously approved adoption of the 
2018 amended Water and Sewer budget 
and the 2019 proposed Water and Sewer 
budget, with a 5% raise in water and sewer 
rates in 2019; 

e Unanimously approved the amended 
and proposed Special Revenue Budgets, 
including Community Development Block 
Grant, Downtown Development Authority, 
Local Development Finance Authority, 
Federal Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture 
Fund, E-911 Service Fund, Landfill Fund, 
Belleville Area Museum, Long Term Debt 
Fund, and Capital Improvement Fund; 

e Held a public hearing on establishing 
Industrial Development District #15 for 
Subaru at the former Smith Farm in Denton, 
with the only comment coming from 
David Schreiber, business development 
manager of the Wayne County Economic 
Development Corporation, saying this 
Subaru research and development project 
is an exciting project, “which comes only 
once in a blue moon.” He said he is excited 
about the way the company has approached 
the project and worked with the residents 
in the Denton area. McNamara said the 
township was thankful for the help of 
Aerotropolis and Wayne County. There 
was no other comment; 

e Held a public hearing on a tax exemption 
certificate for Subaru with no comment; 

e Unanimously approved establishing 
Industrial Development District #15; 

e Approved on a 6-1 vote granting a 50% 
property tax exemption for 12 years to 
Subaru for the project. The farm currently 
pays $1,122 in annual property taxes 
and with the exemption, Subaru will pay 
$58,000 in property taxes per year. Frazier 
said she was tired of tax abatements, but 
believes it is a cost of doing business. Mark 
Heusel of Subaru said Subaru is putting 
its North American headquarters for all 
research and development activities in Van 
Buren Township and investing $40 million. 
Frazier said international headquarters for 
Subaru is in Tokyo, Japan. Heusel said the 
deciding factor to choosing Van Buren 
Township as the site was the way it worked 
with them and the opportunity for an 


abatement. He said they were considering 
another municipality, “just down the street” 
and sites in three other states. Miller said 
she believes Subaru can afford the taxes 
and abatements should be for start ups. 
She said she would be voting against the 
abatement. Heusel said they would create 
144 jobs in Van Buren Township over a 
three-year period; 

e Approved the second and final reading 
of a new snow removal ordinance. 
Matthew Best, Director of Public Services, 
said this was to create a community that 
is walkable and safe. “This is something 
premier communities do,” Best said; 

e Approved combination of lots 18 and 19 
in Burtrig Subdivsion, as recommended by 
Linda Stevenson, Assessment Coordinator; 

e Approved the memorandum of 
understanding with Western Wayne County 
Special Operations Team, as recommended 
by Public Safety Director Greg Laurain; 

e Approved the Suburban Mobility 
Authority for Regional Transportation 
(SMART) municipal credit contract for 
$28,348. The local match of $32,597 is met 
by the township’s general fund and in-kind 
services; 

e Removed from the agenda proposed 
approval of Fonson Co., Inc., in the amount 
of $168,113 with a 10% contingency for 
the Briarwood Sewer Reconstruction 
Project. Also removed was consideration

Deandre Wilson bound 


over to circuit court for 
fleeing Belleville police

Deandre Brendan Wilson, 19, was bound 
over to Wayne County Circuit Court after 
waiving his preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley on 
Oct. 17. 

Wilson is due at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit on Oct. 31 for his 
arraignment on the information. 

On Sept. 22, Wilson was apprehended 
by Belleville Police after fleeing from 
officers, first on a loud dirt bike and then 
on foot down an alley after dumping his 
bike on the Fourth Street Square. 

He is charged with fleeing police in a 
vehicle, which, without other aggravating 
conditions, is a violation of state law that 
could result in a fine of $500, two years 
in prison, and suspension of his driver’s 
license. His court-appointed attorney is 
Steve Scharg. 

Wilson is free after posting bond of 
$5 ,000/10%.

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School Board considers refinancing 
2009 bonds to save taxpayers money

The 2009 School Building and Site Bonds 
have a window opening for a chance to 
refinance the bonds, which could lower 
interest costs and thereby reduce what the 
taxpayers have to come up with to pay off 
the bonds. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
Jesse Nelson of HJ. Umbaugh & 
Associates, CPAs, explained the proposed 
refinancing to the board. 

He said the bonds were sold through 
the federal government’s Build America 
Reinvestment program, where the 
government offered money. He said now 
the district pays from 3.61% to 4.42% 
interest on the bonds and interest any 
less than that would save money for the 
community. 

He said there is estimated to be $7.8 
million in total savings and with the plan 
to buy the bonds down by $2.3 million, 
leaves a net savings of $5.5 million. 

He said the transaction would put $63 
million in escrow to pay off the old bonds 
and estimated $61 million in new bonds. 

“These are conservative numbers,” 
Nelson said. 

The district currently levies 2.98 mills 
to pay back the 2009 bond loan payments. 
The bonds are in a separate account and 
have nothing to do with the general fund. 

Monday’s discussion was the second step 
in the process, after starting with a board 
finance committee meeting. After the 
board discussion, the board is being asked 
to pass a resolution at its Nov. 12 meeting 
to authorize the project to move forward. 

Nelson said the actual bond rate will be 
available on Jan. 28 when the lowest bid/ 
best deal will be determined. The money 
from the new refunding bond would be 
received Feb. 19 and then they pay off the

old bonds and get the new bonds. 

The attorney who wrote the resolution 
the board will consider passing at the Nov. 
12 meeting said this doesn’t obligate the 
board to move forward if the numbers 
aren’t good. 

Board treasurer Susan Featheringill 
stressed that if the interest rates are too 
high, “We’ll stop.” 

Nelson said each year the new debt is 
calculated and the earliest taxpayers would 
see a reduction in payment would be the 
summer of 2019. 

Also at Monday’s meeting, the board: 

e Approved the retirement of George 
Buhro, a teacher at Belleville High School, 
as of Nov. 23 after 25 years of service; 

e Approved the employment of Shannon 
Farnell as a Kindergarten teacher at Tyler 
Elementary School as of Oct. 9; and 
the employment of Kelli Robinson as a 
guidance counselor at BHS as of Oct. 29;

e Become automatically registered to vote when applying for, updating or renewing a driver’s license or state-issued personal identification card, unless the 
person declines 
e Simultaneously register to vote with proof of residency and obtain a ballot during the 2-week period prior to an election, up to and including Election Day 
e Obtain an absent voter ballot without providing a reason

of 
Ordinance No. 10-02-18 (2) 


The Charter Township of Van Buren hereby ordains that 
Sections 74-27 to 74-29 of the Township General Code of Or- 
dinances be amended as follows: 


Sec. 74-27. - Removal of snow and ice from sidewalks, walks, and 
ramps. 


(1) All snow and ice which has accumulated prior to 6:00 a.m. on 
a sidewalk adjacent to property not zoned residential shall be 
removed by the owner or occupant by noon. The owner or 
occupant of the property shall also remove snow and ice from 
walks and ramps that are at bus stops or that lead to a marked 
or unmarked crosswalk. Provided that when ice has so formed 
upon any sidewalk, walk or ramp that it cannot be removed, then 
the owner or occupant shall keep the same effectively sprinkled 
with sand, salt or other suitable substance in such manner as to 
prevent the ice from being dangerous, until such time as it can 
be removed, and then it shall be promptly removed. 


Within 24 hours after the end of each accumulation of snow 
greater than 1 inch, the owner or occupant of every property 
zoned residential shall remove the accumulation from the 
adjacent sidewalk and from walks and ramps that are at bus 
stops or that lead to a marked or unmarked crosswalk. 


(2) 


Within 18 hours after any ice forms, the owner or occupant of 
every property zoned residential shall treat the ice on the 
adjacent sidewalk and on walks and ramps that are at bus stops 
or that lead to a marked or unmarked crosswalk with sand, salt 
or other substance to prevent it from being slippery. 


The requirements in this section apply to the accumulation of 
snow and/or ice from any source, including, but not limited to, 
precipitation, drifting of snow, and drainage or spilling of water 
onto the sidewalk, walk or ramp. 


Compliance with this section requires making sidewalks, walks, 
and ramps free of snow and ice for their entire constructed width 
and length. 


Snow and/or ice that is removed as required by this section or 
that is removed from private property shall not be placed on a 
sidewalk or street. 


“Owner,” for purposes of this section and Sec. 74-28, means the 
owner as shown in the records of the Township Assessor. 


“Walk,” for purposes of this section means any walkway that is 
paved with sidewalk material and that is contiguous with the 
sidewalk adjacent to the owner or occupant’s property 
regardless of whether or not it is parallel to the right-of-way. 


(9) An owner of the property or an occupant who fails to comply 
with this section shall be responsible for a civil infraction, which 
shall be punishable by a civil fine of not more than $100.00 for 
the first citation issued in a six month period, not more than 
$250.00 for the second citation issued in a six month period, and 
not less than $500.00 and up to $1,000.00 for each additional 


or subsequent citation issued in a six month period, plus costs 
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and all other remedies available by statute. The maximum fine 
for any offense shall not exceed $1,000.00. If the penalty is not 
paid within 45 days, the township shall have a lien upon such 
developed land or subdivided land for such expenses and such 
lien shall be enforced in the manner prescribed by the general 
laws of the state providing for the enforcement of tax liens. 


Sec. 74-28. - Issuance of citation and removal by township. 


(1) Each season, the first time snow or ice is not removed or treated 
by the owner or occupant as required in section 74-27, the 
township will give notice to the owner or occupant. The notice 
may be made in person, by telephone, by mail or by written 
notice left at the property. The notice will indicate that if the 
owner or occupant fails to remove the snow and/or ice within 
24 hours of the notice, a citation may be issued and the township 
may cause such snow and/or ice to be removed at the owner’s 
expense. For second or subsequent days on which snow or ice 
is not removed or treated as required in section 74-27, the 
township may issue a citation and remove the snow and/or ice at 
the owner’s expense without further notice. 


(2) Any time the township has snow and/or ice removed under 
this section, the actual cost of removal of snow and/or ice that 
is incurred by the township plus an administrative fee of $50.00 
will be charged to the owner of the property. If the owner fails 
to pay the charge within 45 days, the township shall have a lien 
upon such developed land or subdivided land for such expenses 
and such lien shall be enforced in the manner prescribed by the 
general laws of the state providing for the enforcement of tax 
liens. The charges under this section are separate from any fine 
imposed under section 74-27 and are not waivable or alterable by 
the court in proceedings on a citation issued under section 74-27. 


Sec. 74-29. - Financial hardship. 


Upon proof of financial hardship the Township Supervisor 
may authorize charges under section 74-28(2) to be paid in 
installments, to be reduced, or to be cancelled. 


Effective Date 


This amendment shall become effective upon publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation within the Charter Township of Van 
Buren.
